A Eule That W ill Abolish Ticket Scalping 
—The Grand Trunk, 
New Y ork, March 31.—Important action 
was taken at the meeting of the joint com­ 
mittee of the Trunk line commission and 
Central Traffic association held In Commis­ 
sioner F ink’s office Wednesday. 
It was 
unanimously ag reed to abolish entirely the 
payment of commissions to ag ents of con­ 
necting lines for the sale of passeng er ticket*.

No article of clothin g more d istin ctly re­ 
veal« the con d ition of a man ’s ptirso than the 
trou sers. Tho frayin g at the lower ed ge of 
the leg, which is su ro to como with mu ch 
wear, is gen erally taken os a sign of very n ar­ 
row mean s, an d the baggin g at the kn ee, 
which is also in evitable, besid es prod u cin g a 
fou n d ered appearan ce, like that of a horse 
which is “gon o” in the forelegs, is a sign that 
a man has on ly on e or two pairs.

wou ld wear trou sers bagged at the kn ee, with 
all the term applies, it ho cou ld afford the 
n u mber of chan ges n ecessary to preven t this 
phen omen on .

tween the clothes of a man of fortu n e an d 
leisu re an d those of a toiler of mod erate 
mean s lies in the straightn ess an d smooth­ 
n ess which mark the trou sers legs of tho 
former. 
His ward robe always con tain s a 
great man y pairs. A t an y theatre, too, the 
makeu p of a poor teacher or literary man , or 
poor d evil of an y kin d , in clu d es in variably a 
pair of l>aggy trou sers. 
An d thou gh last n ot least, the con d ition of 
the trou sers in mu d d y weather is somethin g 
which it is pain fu l to d well on , the con ver­ 
sion of an in ch or two of the liottom in to a 
wet an d fflfchy ban d is on ly preven table by 
tu rn in g them u p, an d we all kn ow how this 
looks An effort bos recen tly been mad e to 
meet tho stru ggles of men of few trou sers to 
eseapo the baggin g at tho kn ee by an in ven ­ 
tion of a machin e calk'd “the trou sers 
stretcher,” which is literally a metal rack on 
which offen d in g trou sers are stretched over 
n ight, an d the d eformity effaced by a |>ower- 
fu l ten sion in the d irection of their len gth. It 
may, therefore, be said that on the whole the 
kn ee breeches were tho more d emocratic of 
tho two. They u n d ergo n o d egen eration 111 
wear, except what comes from tho actu al d e­ 
stru ction of the cloth.

stantial edibles; so they get a good meal very 
cheap.

M any clerks save their money by 
patronizing us.”

W© never refuse a decent looking m an wlo 
looks hungry, but fire out tram ps and loafes ;

are often a m eans of helping w orthy people." 
In one dow n town saloon, where an ex tra 
quality of soup is served, the crowds a t noon­ 
tim e can scarcely l c* accom m odated. 
Often 
the tables are ali filled and the patrons stand 
nround the room w ith a bowl in one hand 
and a sjioon in the other. 
A whole leg of 
beef is boiled up in a huge caldron. The soup 
costs the proprietor (“20 a day, but ho m akes 
a clear profit of .*.‘10 on each clays sales of 
ex tra ls*er consum ed. 
Saloon kcejiers know 
tha t n light lunch neutralizes the effects of 
m any drinks, and the capacity of the drinkers 
is, as it w ere, enlarged by the lunches. 
Poli­ 
ticians who fix up tickets, gossipers who 
have now here else to loaf an« l men who are 
out for a tim e nr** liberal patrons of the lunch 
stands.—Chicago News.
